Criefield, like moat of the towns on 
the Peninsula has a large population 
of negroes and when kept away from 
whiskey and a certain olass of white 
people are usually well behayed and 
it is generally safe to say that in 
nine tenths of the cases of negro dis- 
turbÁnoes, the cause can be directly 
traced to one or both of these causes. 
Such was the case in this instance. 
Some worthless negro’s of which un- 
fortnately there are always some in 
any community, where there are any 
and the same applies to the whites 
—were peddling whiskey with the 
usual result, disorder. Whiskey and 
negro make a bad mixture and ia sure 
to result in ‘‘bad nigger”. An ever- 
lasting disgrace to himself and race 
and a scourge.to any community he 
happens to be in iine. 

Officer Dougherty had just succeed 
ed in arresting one of a group of ne- 
gro’s, who had becomé disorderly on 
Maryland Avenue and the one arrest- 
ed was accused of contributing tow- 
ards this disorder and also of selling 
the other negro's whiskey and while 
on his way to look his prisoner up 
Reed, who had in the meantime bor- 
rowed á pistol from a nearby negro 
pool room slipped up behind the offic-, 
er, and when within abont ten feet 
of him deliberately shot him through 
the bead, killing him almost instant- 
ly..

In Many Ways. 
* SUCCESSFUL RED MEN 


Nearly 300,000 Now In the United 
States and More Than Half Dress 
Like Ordinary Americans—Senate 
"and House Both Have indian Rep- 
resentatives. ' 


It has never been definitely deter- 
mined just what was the greatest 
number of Indians in Amerioa when 
they were unmolested. Some auth- 
oritles say that the number could 
not have exceeded à million, others 
assert that it would not have been 
more than 800.000, and still others 
contend that there were never more 
than 500,000. At the present time 
there are about 284,000 members of 
the red race in the. United States, 
and statisticang say they are on the 
increase at the present time. Nearly 
all the tribes are west of the Mis- 
sissippi, in faot most of them are 
beyond the Missouri. There are 156 
reservations in all In the. north. 
western part of New York there are 
about 5,000 descendents of the great 
warrior tribes living on eight reser- 
vations. 

Today there are 189,000 Indians who 
wear citizens' dress in whole or in 
part, and 60,000 who can read and 
speak English. There are 28,000 In- 
dian familles now living in comforta- 
ble moderm, dwellings. 

The Cherokees are the most ad- 
vanced in civilization and the most 
eager for education, spending $200, 
000 a year on their schools and cot- 
leges. The Chiokasaws have five 
colleges with 400 students, malin- 
tained at a yearly cost of $47,000. 
They also have thirteen district 
schools, costing $16.000. The Choct- 
aws have 150 schools, in, some of 
which the higher branches are taught. 
The Seminoles, one of the smallest 
trikes, have two schools. The Creeks 
have ten colleges and sixty-five com- 
mon schools, with a total attendance 
of 2,500. 

Father Negahnquet is sald to be 

the only living fullblood Indian who ' 
is 2 Roman Catholic Priest. He stug- 
led in Rome, and upon his return to 
this country sald mass in the big 
Catholic church at Oklahoma. This 
was the first mass ever said by a 
fullblood Indian priest on American 
soll. He ts now working among the 
people of his race in Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory. 
| Charles Curtis, the new United 
States senator from Kansas is the 
first representative of the Amerfcan 
Indian in that body. Mr. Curtis ts 
not of pure Indian lineage, but his 
mother belonged to the Kaw tribe. He 
and his five children have received 
allotments of Shawnee county land 
in settlement of what Uncle Sam 
thinks he owes to the race. Mr. Cur- 
tis hag already served fourteen years 
in the House. 

The foremost Indian in public- life 
today ls Quonah Parker, chlef of the 
Comanches, and a political power In 
o Ped State of Oklahoma. Chief 

r is a Democrat and there are 
pa ud say he will come to the 
Senate from the newly admitted Com- 
monwealth. He was opposed to the 
union of Indian Territory with Okla- 
homa and was the leading spirit in 
the convention which met to frame 
& constitution for the proposed State 
of Sequoyah. Chief Parker's mother 
was & white woman, Clindy Parker, 
who was captured by the Indians when 
a girl, and later became the wife of 
Quonah, a Com^^^^^ ~arrior. 

The main effort of Indian Educ^'* 
today is to make him compétent to 
earn a white man's wages. The ag 
ent on the Pine Ridge Agency in 
South Dakota advertises to supply 
Indian laborers for work on railroads 
and irrigation ditches. Employers. oi 
labor who are using them for ditoh- 
ing or grading say they are rellable 
and steady. Many Indians are making 
their mark as business men. Col. Sol 
McLisk, a rich Chickasaw, and -a 
number of his wealthy tribesmen, have 
established a banking and real esiefe 
firm in Oklahoma near the Chickasaw 
boundary in order to handle the aff- 
airs of their people. 

The Indian has already attracted 
considerable attention in athletics, 
The Carlisle football team ranks with 
the best. The various Indian base- 
ball teams that always give a good 
account of themselves when matched 
against high class amateur and somi- 
professional teams. In Canada there 
is an Indian boy named Thomas Long- 
boat who is hailed as the greatest 
long distance runner living today. He 
is only 19 years old, and has not had 
much experience, but Shérring, who 
is the world's champion since the 
Olympio games, says the Indian lad 
will eventually beat the world. Red 
Cloud, a full blood Cherokes Indian. 
is a promising pugili :.

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With àn eye to preserving the su- 
premacy of the city as the fashion 
center of the world the municipality 
of Paris has opened in six schools:

The courses embrace plain 
sewing, embroidery, corset making 
and dressmaking; the teachers are 
all retired forewomen from the lead. 
ing establishments of the city, and 
each branch is under the direction of 
a commission made up of repregent- 
atives of the famous houses of the 
city in its line.

In response to inquiries from Rep- 
resentative Haskins as to the advisa- 
bility of freeziug oysters for shipment, 
Dr. Wiley said:

He then urged that oysters 
should be shippel alive and in the 
shell and said that the greatest out- 
rage of the oyster trade is to soak 
oysters with fresh water and swell 
them up, making them look fut. 

Dr. Wiley said the oysters sent out 
in tin cans are all right, but in further 
denunciation of bulk oystérs shipped 
In tubs and buckets, sald: “They. are 
either preserved with some preserva: 
tive. or are dangerously near the 
ptomaine line, one of the two." 

Gelatine of certain. kinds was de- 
nounced by Dr. Wiley, who said of it: 
"It la made out of hides of thé scrap- 
Ings from hides. These hides go in- 
to the tanners’ vats and these hides: 
that smell to heaven are treated and 
trimmed, and these trimmings are 
used to make gelatine, 
Hospital Service found the tánners' 
germs in gelatine.”

The School Board for Wicomico county 
ecided at its last meeting to open the 
jublic schools of this county on Sept. 9th. 
At the request of several trustees and pa- 
trons of a few of the district schools, some 
of these schools will not open until Oct. 
Ist; The schools asking to open Oct. let 
failed to make the required legal average 


will be unable to let their children attend 
school until Oct. 1st.. Acting on the re- 


quests from trusteed and parents, the 
Board decided that all district schools 
which did not make the required average 
of fifteen pupils Inst September will not 
open for the fall term until Oct. 1st. This 
will not, however, affect more than twelve 
to fifteen schools. 

It is expected by the School Board that 
the attendance generally in the county 
schools will be light during September on 
account of the lateness of farm work. 
The corn crop is about three weeks late, 
and fodder-saving will come on in Sep- 
tember; the watermelon and cantaloupe 
crops are two to three weeks late, and as 
farm help is scarce, many farmers will be 
compelled to utilise their children in the 
harvesting of crops, thus keeping them 
from school until in October. 

At the last meeting of the Board Mr. 
Norman Smith, one of the graduates of 
the Wicomico High School, class of 1907, 
was granted a permit to teach Truitt's 
School, in Pittaburg district, the trustees 
having asked for his services. 

The School Board still has at its disposal 
a scholarship in the Maryland Institute of 


| Art and Design, in Baltimore. It is to be 


hoped that some one in this county will 
apply for this scholarship. There are some 
applicants for it outside of Wicomico Co., 
and if no one in this county makes appli- 
cation, the Board will award the scholar- 
ship to one of the outside applicants.

A Stab Wound or Bullet in the-Heart 
No Lenger Means Certain Death— 
A’ Man With a Bullet In Hie Heart 
Still Alive. 

It has been said often since Matth- 
ew Arnold's day ,that miracles do 
not happen. Whether that is &o or 
not in strict sense, is certainly not 
so in the popular sense, There are 
men and women going about their 
work today who are living miracle: — 
men and women who seem to have 
been snatohed from death by provi- 
dential hands, says London Answers. 

Not se long ago a Surrey man was 
picked up alive after having rolled 
hundreds of feet down the side of 
Welsh mountains and there is a 
schoolmaster in Edinburgh still ifving 
to tell the story of a sudden descent 
of a thousand feet down Ben Nevis. 
These are miracles, indeed! 

But even more miraculous—if com- 
parison in such cases be possible— 
was the escape of a lad who was 
driving a horse and cart when the ani- 
mal bolted toward the Clifton suspen 
sion bridge and jumped into a gully 
200 feet deep. The horge was killed, 
and the catt smashed to atoms, but 
the boy dropped into the branches of 
a tree and was rescued, the worse 
only for a few scratches. Y 

Another remarkable case 1s that of 
a man named Wells. This man has 
had every rib broken and every fin- 
gor broken. He has been buried un- 
der a heavy fall of rock and almost 
suffocated by the heavy fall of grav- 
el. His skull has been split open by a 
blasting accident, and he has been 
Btrfek on the head with a pick. He 
has fallen 37 feet, and fractured his 
skull, and has been crushed between 
loaded trucks. He is now in a casu- 
alty ward as the result of another 
accident. but still happy, confident 
that hé was born for a long life and a 
natural death. 

OF consider the thrilling, vivid nar- 
rative of a boyonetted Russian soldier 
in one of the Manchurian field hoe 
pitals, "I should have had the little 
Jap done for if I had not slipped and 
dropped by rifle," he told the doctor. 
"It seemed hours before he probbed 
me, and I watched the bayoner ereep- 
ing down to me inch by Inch—aown, 
down, down. I remember noticing a 
birthmark on the beast’s chin. Then 
came the prod, and I soreamed. My 
whole body from throat to hips felt 
sizzling with molten metal. That 
lasted for hours, Then the bayonet 
gave a wriggle, and I felt it was alive 
and biting me on the other side af 
my body. Yet I could not keep my 
eyes off the Jap's birthmark. It sud- 
denly seemed to swell out of his face, 
and look life a balloon. It seemed 
years before he took the bayonet out 
of me. When he did I could feel 
the bloód gushing out of me, and I 
knew I was a dead man." 

But he was not a dead man. The 
bayonet had not touched a single 
vital spot, and he recovered. , 

A fracture of the spine kills most 
people but here, as in other cases, 
miracles sometimes happen, as in the 
case of a Whitby railroad worker, who 
was received into the hospital after 
a severe fall, his spine being so frac- 
tured that the surgeons regarded his 
condition as hépeless. A surgical op- 
eration was impossible. Nature, how- 
ever, did the mysterious work whicb 
baffled science, and a few months af- 
terward the man left the ward cured, 
the only sign of his éalamity being 
that he carried. his head stiffly, and 
bent somewhat forward. 

The heart la a vital organ. A few 


j years ago a stab or bullet in the 


heart would have meant death. To- 
day surgery tells a different story 
Some months ago a young girl was 
accidentally shot in the heart. Dr. 
Manteuffel chloroformed his patient, 
and after a marvelous surgical opera- 
tion he forced out the bullet with 
his fingers and sewed up the wound, 
and the girl left the hospital cured. 

A similar shooting accident hap- 
pened to a man hamed Meyer, who 1s 
& marvel of vitality to most of the 
clinics of Europe. The Uullet lodged 
in the man's heart and he walks 
about London with it there yet, after 
an interval of two and a half years. 
“There was no bleeding after I was 
shot,” he tells his friends. 
riddle. The doctors cannot tel] why 
1 did not die." 

Another personified miracle makes 
tils home at Guisborough Jn Yorkshire, 
at the foot of the Cleveland hills. For 
upward of 30 years he has been the 
victim’ of the terrible disease known 
as lupus, -He has suffered 84 opera- 
tions of one sort or another, and ia 
stil] cheerful, tramping before five 
o’cleck every morning several miles 
to his work in the ironstone mines, 
for which the Cleveland district is 
famous, and taking an active part tn 
his “off” hours in religious and politi- 
cal work of the towt in which he 
lives. I' hever- say dle.“ he is fond 
of saying to his sympathizers. “While 
there's life there's hope."

if drunk to excess will produce intoxi- 
cation, and any person so offending 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished as presoribed in 
Seolion 1039 of the Penal Code ot 
Georgia.

Licensed druggista may sell pure 
alcohol for medical purposes only 
upon written prescription of a regular 
practicing physician of this State, bnt 
before anv physician shall issue any 
suoh prescription he shall make ao 
actual examination of the person for 
whom the prescription is granted. 

The form of prescription is provid- 
ed for, making it practically an 
affidavit of the actual necessity for 
the use of alcohol. and no such pre- 
ecription shall be filled except upon 
the date of its issue or the following 
day, Within 10° days the druggist 
muat file the p rescription for record 
with the ‘ordinary of the county. 
A recording fee of 5 cent» for each 


presoriptiption so recorded ia to be 


paid by the druggist to the ordinary. 
Upon any prosecution under this 
act the burden of proving that the 
sale waa if pure alcohol under pre. 
sotiption fs placed upon the defendant. 
No druggist who is alao a practioing 
physician may fill his own presorip- 
tlons, nor shall they be filled at any 
drog atore in which the physician is 
financally interested, and no prescrip- 
tion shall be refilled, nor shall more 
than one point be furnished on any one 
presoription" The delivery of the 
[alcohol under such prescription shall

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WHAT THE CHURCH IS FOR. 


Aug. 4, '07.—(Ex, 40:1-13, 34-38.) 

The Tabernacle was the Hebrew 
meeting house. Before they had a 
schoolhonse, or a court house, or 
even a dwelling house for them- 
selves, they erected the most beauti- 
ful, costly and pretentious house of 
worship, that nioney could provide, 
or ingenuity devise. Moses says that 
the architect of the tabernacle was 
the Almighty, that the plans and 
specifications were all made in hea- 
ven, and that he brought the dimen- 
sions down with him from the top 
of Sinal, with strict ordérs not to 
vary in the slightest particular from 
the original pattern. 

Certain it is, that this Hebrew 
church was the most unique struct- 
ure that has ever been put together 
on this planet. Built as it was from 
the outpouring gifts of a whole peo- 
ple, who piled up thelr offerings for 
{ts construction till they had to be 
restrained from giving, it was pre- 
served by these wanderers through 
the whole period of their migrations, 
set up in Canaan after their entrance 
into that Promised Land, and long 
a.terwards perpetuated and made 
permanent in the glorious temple of 
Solomon, which was only the r- 
naclé greatly enlarged and glorified 

What we wish especially to em- 
phasize 18 the object of the church 
itself in the community. It stands 
for two things; worship and fellow- 
Bhlp. 

It is to help man to approaeh God 
and also to approach man. And the 
church- which is true to its mission, 
teaches right thinga about God, and 
practices right things towards men. 

The old idea was that God was an 
avenging Delty, easily displeased, 
watching critically every deviation 
from a straight line, and hurling his 
thunderbolts of vengeance upon the 
cowering culprit, who could not es- 
cape His flery arrows. But the 
tabernacle service upset all that. It 
taught men*that God was approach- 
able. It put him in the attitude of a 
father. While it did not overlook or 
palliate offense, {t showed that the 
Deity was ready and eagar to forgive 
and pardon his wayward children, 
and that by night and by day, when- 
ever a prodigal tyrned his face to- 
wards Him in penitence, all the gates 
flew open, all the sacrifices were 
ready, all the priests were robed, all 
the lights were burning, and a quick, 
hearty, complete restoration to favor 
was assured. The way was easy, the 
obstructions were few, the invitation 
was nation wide, and the people were 
redeemed from that incubus and 
nightmare of fear that had rested 
upon the heart of the race for- ages. 

And this house stood for fellow- 
ship. 

The people were given to under- 
stand that from the High Priest down 
they had nothing to brag of in the 
way of moral goodness, that In the 
sight of God they all stood on the 
same level, all sinners, all needing 
to make atonement for their trans- 
gressions, Hence, nobody could look 
down on his brother who had sinned 
in a different way from himself, and 
turn him down because he had not 
confined his method of sinning to the 
method adopted by his judges. The 
ritual of the Jewish church forbad 
any little clique of religionists get- 
ting their heads together and circu- 
lating rumors about their brothers, 
solemnly deciding after, severe criti- 
cism that he was not good enough to 
associate with such faultless charac. 
ters as themselves. Each one in all, 
that host of two million people had 
all he could attend to to keep his 
Own acount square, and had no time 
nos inclination to pose as a pattern 
for others, or to investigate the con- 
duct of others. When there was any. 
thing réquiring punishment it was ín, 
filcted by Him who knew it all with- 
out the interference of committees. 

How little of that spirít there is 
today! Is the church a harbor into 
which the storm tossed mariner salis 
for refuge from the tempest? Read 
the story of its judgnients and see. 
Is it a place where the right to think, 
to speak, to investigate is granted? 
Let the heresy trials answer. Alas, 
that the institution ordained of God 
to do just one thing, viz, bring men 
of all grades and conditions of ilfe 
back to Himself, and up to Paradise, 
should speüd so much of its time de. 
corating and polishing the sainta in- 
side to the neglect of the great wick. 
ed world lying in darkness and In 
death just outside. The church 
should be the first to forgive the err. 
ing, going out of its way to reclaim 
the fallen, following the sinner to 
the gates of death and never giving 
him up till the breath leaves his 
body. She should give bread, not 
stones. Bhe should never tolerate 
in her economy the cold stare, the 
death sentence, the heartless reject- 
fon Of the penitent. the slhnderous 
tongues of personal enemies, Tho 
church that Wins this world will pass 
judgment upon caste, will condenin 
béctarían stfífe, will excommunicate 
contentions, will anathe ze 1 
charity, will disfellowship injustt 
But she will keép open doors for 
prodigal sons, and a full supply 
the heavenly mantles with which 
cover a multitude of sins, 
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CHINESE PHRENOLOGY. ^ 


Some of the Points They Regard = 
` Important. - 


Phrenology, as a science, haa been |. 


familiar to the Chinese for many cèn- 
turies past, and it is worth remarking 


that the earlfeat notice of it in Chin- |: 


ese literature—by a famous philoso- 
pher known as Helin Tzu, of the third 
century B. C.—is a denunciation of 
its principles and practice ag char- 
latanism and humbug. This attack 
was directed especially against tnose 
quacks who began to stretch the func- 
tlon of phrenology beyond thé out- 
ward expression of emotions and in- 
tellectual faculties on the gurface of 
the head, to prophecy and directions 
for guidance in regard to the future 
ol each individual. How far be suc 
ceeded may be guaged from the fact 
that in any town in China at the 
present day may be found professora 
of phrenology who, for a small fee, 
will examine your heard and advise 
you on marriage or other investments. 

In regard to the head, Chinese in- 
vestigators, especially in recent times, 
writes Prof. H. A. Giles of Cambridge 
university, have always shown a 
marked preference-for the face, and 
three-fifthe, perhaps of what has been 
written by. them would come rather 
under the head of physlogomy. 

The skull is considered most per- 
fect when round, with a tendency to- 
wards a conical rising at the top, 
the latter feature indicating great in- 
tellectual powers. A hatchet face, 
with a broad fiat top to the head, 
means vacillation and indecision. 

The most important parts of the 
skull are the forehead and the ocol- 
put, the latter of which is called the 
pillowbone. Generally speaking, a 
high and broad forehead gives good 
hope of long life. 

Bumps-and depressions on the oc- 
ciput play an important part. Taking 
a diagram of the occiput as an exam- 
ple, we find two connected bumps, 
low down at the back of the head, 
to denote a martial temperament; a 
bump nearer the top, shaped like an 
egg lying on its side, to denote truth- 
fulness and firmness; two similar egg 
shaped bumps, but standing on ena, 
one on each side of the head, to de- 
note a flery temperament and great 
gelf confidence; two crescent shaped 
bumps between these last two, to 
denote longevity; three small bumps 
above a ridge to denote intelligence, 
and so on. 

In conclusion, it may be said that 
the Chinese believe the outer con- 
figuration of the skull to be depend- 
ent upon the shape of the brain within 
and that they connect certain moral 
qualifications with certain bumps and 
depressions found on the skull. In 
conformity with the Confucian dogma 
that was born good, and becomes 
evil only by his environment, so they 
further believe that bumps and de- 
pressions are developed ou the surface 
of the skull by Influence from within, 
which influences, in their turn have 
been inspired from without. 


RATTLE OF THE PORCUPINE. 
Animal a Noisy Nelghbor When 
Disturbed at Night. 

The Superintendent of the London 
Zoologica) Gardens, Mr. Pocock, bas 
been giving the members of the Socie- 
ty some interesting notes on the rat- 
tle of the porcupine. This animal, it 
le well known makes a loud rustling 
nolse when it moves, especially when 
Irritated or alarmed. In the Gardens 
It is described as very noisy at nights, 
and sounding {ts rattle whenever any. 
one approaches its pen. The noise 
is produced by the agitation of certain 
modified tafl spines. Some of tnese 
are formed of a slender basal part 
ending in a long spatule, others 
quill like with open tops. A gradual 
passage from the normal quills to 
these modified forms can be traced. 

At the of the eighteenth cébtu- 
ry Thunbetg drew attention to these 
owrlous spines In the tall of the Cey- 
lon porcupine, but does not seem to 
have had any idea of their use. He 
states that he was told they were for 
the purpose of oarryi water for 
thatr young. The a d was sup: 
posed to have the power of bending 
over these hollow quills into the wat- 
er supply, where they filled, presumab. 
ly by suction. The liquid was sup- 
posed to be thus carried home. 

The porcupines form a remarkabie 
division of the rodent ordér, and are 
Cifefly notable for their very eff 
clent armor of spines. These spines 
being modified hairs, point backwards 
ap the hairs of other animals, And 
if put on the defensive, ag when 
pursued by a they use thom me 
effectively by back 

True poreupinés are conii "1 ‘the 
Old World. They are all terrestrial 
animals and in them the quills are 
hot mihgied with ordinary hairs. Their 
New World roprégentatives are, with 
ome exception. arboreal in their hab- 
its, and have quills mingled with ordi. 
nary hair, and ih some cases conceal- 
ed by it.

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Former Governor W. J. Nomhen, of 
Georgia, was the orator at a recent. cele- 
bration in Montclair, N. J., speaking to 
a large audience on the relation of the 
races in the South. 

“Tt is a great mistake, he said, to be- 
lleve that there is no kind of harmony be- 
tween the better elements of the races in 
Georgia and in the South. Quite the con- 
trary is true. The good class of negroes 
is intelligent, progressive and resourceful, 
Its religion is not a sham; its education 
has not spoiled it, and its devotion to 
duty is not inspired by the ‘loaves and 
fishes.’ Its ideals are good, ita social

standards high and ita life wholesome and | . 


elevating. If all American negroes wére 
of this class, there would be no ‘negro 
problem.’ 

“It will be best for all parties if the 
white man, strong and dominant, will look 
seriously. and sympathetically at the 
weaker and the dependent race, and, see- 
ing him just as he is, intelligently set 
about to aid him. Thie is just what we 
have begun to do in Georgia upon a plan | 
based entirely upon our local conditions, 
as, in my judgment, all other people must 
be allowed to do. Before we enter upon 
that plan, however, there were some 
things fundamental that had to be settled 
between the races. £ 

“All history shows that no two races 
approaching in any degree equality in 
numbers can live peaceably together un- 
lesa intermarriage takes place or the one 
becomes dependent upon the other. Mis- 
cegenation by law will never take place in 
the South. That may be accepted as an 
established fact and settled beyond ques- 
tion, and for all time to come. Intermar- 
riage in the South need not be argued a 
moment. Unless the South breaks the 
record of all history, there is only one 
alternative left, and that is that the negro 
must be dependent, in a measure at least, 
upon the white man, as he cannot hope to 
dominate him. 

“The negro in Georgia has now put 
himself as a dependent upon the superior 
race by his own public, general and volun- 
tary statement. The white people of 
Georgia would be grossly recreant to this 
acknowledged confidence and this trust if 
they did not give the assurance that every 
individual black man, with his family, 
shall be absolutely sure that he will re- 
ceive justice not only in his civil rights, 
but in his industrial relations, his educa- 
tional opportunities, and his moral and 
spiritual interests. This the people in 
Georgia have publicly proclaimed. All 
that we now need, in order to work out 
our problem slowly.and surely, is the sym- 
pathy and not the criticism of those who 
do nct still understand the great hin- 
drances that are yet in our way. 

“While we deny and disallow social 
equality, we are quite as free to grant and 
to defend the negro’s fullest rights in in- 
dustrial privileges and business opportu- 
nities, If the negro is made industrially 
capable and industrially reliable, the peo- 
ple of the South would rather have his 

| service than such as could be rendered by 
any other people upon the earth. But it 
is possible that the kind of education to

* While the negro is in no way responsi- 
ble for the beginning of the problem, he 
is most criminally responsible for tts 
wicked continuance. This responsibility 
is upon them and upon them solely. We 
expect to so hold them until they are con- 
trolled, prop:rly punished and made obe- 
dient to law. In this effort the better 
negroes are now rendering most helpful 
service and counsel."'

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HABITS OF THE OSTRICH. 
A 
|^ Model of Monogamous Fidelity, 
Their Morning Exercise. 


There arg three ostrich farms in 
southern California, one in Arizona, 
one in Kansas and one in Florida; 
and there are not less than six thou- 
sand of. the gigantic birde in this 
country growing plumes for my là- 
dy's headgear: 

The original.ortrich farm in South 
Pasadena js annually visited hy thou- 
sands of tourists. The big birds are 
kept in, fields, enclosed with high 
fences, They, zar to be as tame as 
domestic fowla; but it is not safe for 
strangers to take too much for grant- 
ed, as the male bird is often ill. tem- 


pered, and his kick is worse than that 
of a. mule, 


Early morning visitors. witneaa, the 
most Interesting performance. of thes 
birds, the -matin waltz. When the 
sun's first rays strike across the field, 
the birda take their morning exercise 
to stretch their; muscles, and banish 
the chill of the night. The larger 
ones, begin the performance with a 
slow, stately dance, something like a 
minuet. , Presently. the whole, flock. 
joins In the, meaaure, stepping high 
and weaving in and out in what seems 
to be a set though complicated figure, 
As tLe dance prooeeda the speed of the 
mo-ement increases; then the birds 
bes!u to whirl about and, presently the 
quadrille merges into a Waltz. The 
dancers, holding thelr, heads high, 
raise their wings, and spread their 
piures in the sunshine, and in pairs 


waliz sclemnly,, strenuously, for, a 
quarter of an hour, 


'iewed. from a distance, a band of 
wal: zing ostrichea—when the birds are 
in 1411 feather—is a beautiful picture, 
At close range the preternatural grav- 
ity cf the bird engaged in the seem- 
ingly frivo}ous pastime of the waltz 
mikes him an irresistibly comic 
figure. 

Ostrich farms are most attractive to 
visors at plucking time, once in 
nine months. To one never having 
witnessed the operation it seems.quite 
a formidable. task to capture and 


hold a 350 pound bird and relieve it of 
its plumage, 


But the farmer has devised a way 
that makes it a very simple process, 
Selecting a bird whose plumes are 
ready to pluck, he is enticed with 
sugar beets Into a triangular encios- 
ure, then to the narrow end, and there 
imprisoned with bars. The ostrich lu 
enraged when he finds that he is im- 
Priauned, but in a moment his head 
is enveloped in a sack, and being 
biiuded, he becomes quiet and submis- 
sive. The plucking is painless. O. ly 
the smaller feathers are pulled as the 
feathers are plucked fróm geese. The 
large plumes are cut with care to pre- 
serve the sockets of the quill from 
injury. 

Natural white or rare black plumea 
require only washing and curling, but 
most of the plumes are gray and must 
be dyed for the market. The raw 
feathers are sold in San Francisco 
and New York, where they are pre- 
pared for the trade by being washed, 
dyed, starched, curled and pleced. The 
ostrich plume on a lady's hat is no 
more like the feather worn by the 
bird than a sealskin jacket is like the 
natural fur of his original wearer, 
When the ortrich is three or four 
years old he chooses a mate for life. 
The usual span of ostrich life is about 
80 years. It will be seen, therefore, 
that this singular bird is a model of 
monogamous fidelity. 

Also, he is a model husband, for 
he does more than half of the family 
work. The male partner makes, the 
nest by kicking.a hole in the ground 
a foot deep and three feet across, and, 
when the 12 or 16 eggs are laid, he 
takes his turn at hatching, dividing 
the time. with his partner in even 
watches. Forty days are required to 
hatch the eggs, which are in propor- 
ton to the size of the bird. 

Often there is a surplus of eggs on 
the ostrich farm, and hotels in the 
vicinity are supplied with the material 
for omelets at fancy prices. Curiosity 
induces tourists to pay these prices, 
and they have been known to affirn a 
Mking for ostrich egg omelets, The 
shell of an ostrich egg 18 so thick that 
even the hard kicking ‘bird could use 
One as a football without damaging 
It. à 

The experiehce of California ostrich 
farmers is that about thirty per cent 
of the eggs deposited in the nest nre 
not fertile. Several. days after the 
hatching procese has begun the eggs 
are tested by placing them, one at a 
time in a funnel and raising it toward 
the sun, 

If a dark spot shows In the egg it 
is probably fertide. If not it is 
thrown out of the clutch, The Incu- 
bator has been successfully used a’ter 
the eggs have been a couple of weeks 
under the birds. In about six weeks 
the baby ostrich may be heard inside 
the shell and then it is in order to 
crack the horny case and let the little 
chap out Into the air.—Rosáry Maga- 
vine.

Benefits Than is Commonly up- 
posed—New Methods in Giving 
Concerts Out of Town—Women 
Manager’ and Agents. 


This introduction of businesslike 
methods into musical management 
has been productive of much good. 


Artists "who have not the monetary. 


value they claim for their services 

nre compelled to take what they ^re 

really worth as the returns of the box 
office show. it. 

The fact that the German Press 
Club of New York, deolded to give 
an annual] benefit performance un- 
der the management of Oscar Ham- 
merstein rather than at the Metro- 
poMtan Opera House called atten- 
tion to this manner of raising money 
for benevolent purposes. The Ger- 
mans made their choice purely for 
business reasons. 

Mr. Conried wanted $500 more for 
i Lohengrin” than Mr. Hammerstein 
asked for Carmen. As the club has 
to sell the tickets and wants to 
make as much money as possible, 
it was better business to take the 
cheaper show, = 

There ig little benevojence In many 

| of these operatic benefits so far as 

| the opera house is concerned. They 
are just as commercia] as the ordin- 
ary performance. The French Ben- 
évolent Society pald $6.500 for a pro- 
duction of “Lakme” and ,mannged 
to clear more than $4,000. 

The singers and players are paid 
just as they usually are pnd do 
not abate one cent of their fees. 
The management ot the opera house 
counts on a certain number of thase 
‘performances every year to use up 
the number of appearances guaran- 
teed to the singers. 

Thre are other features of the 
musical businss of which the public 
knows very little. 
instance that Smith or Brown, one 
of the well. known musical man- 
agers has given a concert in this or 
that city outside of New York. As a 
matter of fact the concert has Leen 
glven 80 far as the financíal respon- 
sibility is concerned by some mang- 
ger of club local to the city in which 
it takes place. 

The local manager or a club, us- 

| suy composed of women hires a 
| pianist or a violinist to play for a 
certain sum. The byrden of raising 
this money is not shared by the

Weather At Long Range. 


New discoveries in meteorology, 


‘helped by telegraphic facilities as yet 


nonenlsteut, but soon promised, are 
likely before long to render it le 
to make resonably accurate weather 
forecasts for a week or even a fort- 
night ahead. 

There are, it is found, certain cen- 
ters ot action, as the experta call 
them, which in a geographical sense 
govern the weather of the world. One 
of these centers is in the Azores, for 
example, and-another is in the noigh- 
borhood of leeland. When the ba- 
rometer falls ín Iceland, there is 
warmer, weather over Central and 
Northwestern Europe; whereas a rid- 
ing barometer in Iceland ia followed 
by falling temperature in Europe. 

When the barometer rises in the 
Azores it falls in Iceland, and vice 
versa These, then, are centers of 
action reciprocally related. In like 
manner a center over Siberia and an- 
other in the Bering Sea appear to in- 
teract. A low barometer in the region 
of the Bering Sea means a warm 
winter in the United States, such as 
the winter of 1905-08, causing south- 
ern. winds to prevail, and preventing 
the formation of cold waves. On the 
other hand, a high barometer in Ber- 
ing Sea brings cold. 

Barometio changes in these centers 
of action are alwaye very slow; so 
they can be followed from day to day 
by the telegraphs Cahlegrama from 
the Siberian center and from the 
Azores are received daily at the 
Weather Bureau in Washington: and 
in the near future they will be- ob- 
tained also from Iceland aud from 
the Alaska coast. In addition, me- 
teorological observations will be 
tranamitted by ‘wireless from the 
islanda of the Aleutian chain, and 
from vessels following the Great Oir- 
cle route across tlie Pacific. With 
this information regularly supplied, 
forecasts can be made at, least a week 
in advance, telling whether it is too 
be warm or cold, wet or dry, and in- 
dicating the probable duration of per- 
lods of abnormal weather.—Sel. _ 


^ . Good Rocds. 

It has been said that the roads of 
the neighborbood indjoate the char- 
acter of the farmers living near them. 

M they are good and are kept in 
passable condition, they show plainly 
that the farmers have a spirit of en. 
terprise Which insures prosperity to 
the neighborhood. If they are never 
worked, the ohances are that the in- 
habitants of the neigbborhood are not 
prospéring as they should or else are 
ali renters and have no interest in the 
community other than the number of 
bushels of grain the different farms 
are capable of producing. 

With-the--introdnction of the road 
drag, it i8 an easy matter to keep the 
puhlic highways in a good condition 
with a very little expense. In most 
sections of the country, each farmer 
agtees to keep the road along his farm 
dragged after each rain. Generally 
each farmer bas a drag and if i« a 
very easy task to keep the roads in 
first class condition: In other seo- 
tions a mau ia hired by each town- 
ship to keep the roads dragged and is 
paid for hia services out of a fand 
provided for by taxation. 


* |l The newest method of keeping the 


road ín condition is that adopted by 
the merchants iu several different 
towns in lowa. They employ a man 
and team to keep the principal -roads 
leading to the town dragged for ten 
miles every direction. The result ig, 
farmers wil] trada in the town to 
which there is a good road. In one 
case, farmers within three miles of 
one town drive eight miles to the 
other town to do their trading because 
the roads are good all the way.— 
Journal of Agriculture. .

Winter Is the Open Coughing Season 
And Actors Have to Scream Above 
the Voices of the Storm—The

in the winter season by slight physi- 
cal discomforts.

people. The result is that they all 
cough a great deal. The theatres are 
not heated, and once inside the audi- 
ence begins a coughing chorus, says 
the New York Times. 

The theatre buildings, as a rule, 
are barnlike, bieak places, the sole 
exceptions belag the homes of Ital- 
ian opera, such as the Teatro Real iu 
Madrid. Shows begin late and wind 
up late, too. For instance, in the 
Teatro de San Fernando in Seville, 
the best of the show houses of the 
place, the show begins a little after 
9 o'clock. -

finished, and the two to come were 
longer than any of the others. 

Tickets are sold on the sidewalk 
from a window in the front wall, the 
prospective audience gathering out 
there.

They sell tickets 
just as cheap as the theatre, but like 
their American bretheren they man- 
age to get the best in the house. 

Beville is not so large a place that 
it gets the best shows, but the com- 
pany that did Marte Antoinette” was 
a very fair stock company from Mad- 
rid. The worst feature-was a young 
women: who took the part of the 
Dauphin.

STRANGE OR CONSUMING FIRE. 


Aug. 11, '07.—(Lev. 10:1-11.) 


Nadab and Abihu were the sons of 
Aaron, and the nephews of Moses. 
They had been honored with the 
priests office, and perfornied the func- 
tions of the priesthood, On one 
ocasion, while engaged in the services 
of the sanctuary, they failed to obey 
the proper order. The Scripture 
says that they "offered strange fire 
before the Lord." Whatever that 
may mean, it was so displeasing to 
the Almighty that, as the Bible puts 


it, "there came forth fire from before | 


the Lord, and devoured them, and 
they died before the Lord." Their 
“strange fire" was instantly neutral. 
ized by *''consuming fire" and they 
fell at the altar as though struck by 
lightning. 

We need not fritter away our time 
tryiug to find out what the "strange 
fire" was. A good many people 
think on account of what follows, it 
was intoxication on their part which 
caused them to take the fire for their 
offering from some unhallowed or 
common source, rather than from 
the appointed place, the altar of 
suerifice. Whatever rt was, it ren- 
dered- them objects..of wrath, and 
the punishment wes inetantaneously 
inflicted. It is for us rather to get 
th: modern lesson and the applica- 
tion to the times in which we live. 

And the firet lesson is this: The 
Enemies of the Church are Within 
Rather than Withont. 

Nadab and Abiha were priests in 
good and regular standing, when they 
committed this apparently unpar- 
doable sin. The trouble was con- 
ceived and born in the very highest 
rank of ecclesiastical life, The 
church is in more danger from its 
internal. foes than from the world 
outside. The days of persecution, of 
prison and fagot have gone by, and 
it is no longer true that the church 
needs to stand upon the defensive 
against those who would seek her 
life. She is in greater danger of 
fatty degeneration of the heart than 
of being shot to death by guerrillas. 
The infidels and unbelievers are not 
cutside they are inside. They bear 
social positions, and carry the ves- 
sels of the Lord. Today, as in 
Christ's time, if he were to utter his 
message, it would be one of invita- 
tton to the outsiders and of fiery re- 
buke to the- insiders. 

The world, the flesh, and the devil 
are all supposed to be prowling 
around the gates of Zion seeking to 
affect an entrance within the bory 


ders, and while the membership are 


stralning their eyes at every loop- 
hole to discern their approach, lo! 
the enemy is within the fold, mas- 
querading in the livery of heaven 
and posing behind a mask. Blas- 
phemer’ are not as deadly as tralt- 
ors. Those who make long prayers 
i,erely for effect are greater enemies 
than those who curse the sanctuary. 
Every mean, underhanded, scheming 
pretender who is actuated by the 
motive that the end justifies the 
means, and carries the practices of 
the spy, and the slanderer, and the 
garroter into the church, is guilty of 
high treason against the majesty of 
heaven no matter how necessary may 
be the object he wishes to obtain. It 
is Nadab and Abihu over again, des- 
ecrating the house of God with 
strange fire, taken not from the al- 
tars of heaven but from the furnaces 
of hell. 

And the next lesson is the tenden- 


cy to substitute strange fire for holy 


fire, In the case of Nadab and Abihu 
there was no excuse. The fire was 
ready, the ritual was simple. When 
they substituted their own ideas for 
God's they were gulity of sacrilege 


and were as quickly punished as ff 
by accident they had touched a iive 
wire. 


When conditions are imposed upon 
the consciencés of men that are con- 
trary to the spirit of the Scriptures 
it is “strange fire." When men read 
into the Word of God their own im- 
aginings and unchurch all those who 
will not utter their shibboleth, it 18 
"strange fire.” When men assume 
prerogatives that belong only to the 
supernatural, and crowning them- 
selves with a little brief authcrity 
set up for church bosses it is 
"strange fire." When men change 
their life-long convictions as one 
changes a garment, and for the love 
of money or social position edpouse 
the cause they have always antagon- 
ized it is "strange flre.“ When men 
bow at the altar of the church and 
with closed eyes repeating ‘Forgive 
us our debts as we forgive our debt- 
ors" risé up and go forth to take 
their debtors by the throat, demand- 
ing the uttermost farthing, that is 
"strange fire," When men consent 
to wear a muzzle, and chloroform 
thelr principles in order to hold their

An amusing story has been. told 
by a convict, lately released fron: 


| Parkhurst prison, df how he managed 


to have a clean shave every day, tc 

the astonishment of the governor and 
warders, says London Tit-Bits. When 
employed in the tinsmith's shop of 
the jail he secreted an ordinary steel 
pen nib, flattened the nib out, and 
put on a double edge equal to the 
best of razors. In the cell he hid the 
pen cn the wall by covering it with 
& flattened out plece of soap, which 


happened to be of the same curiously |: 


ürab color as the wall, and when his 
tin of water camo round he resorved 
a portion for shaving purposes. 

The ingenuity of this man calls 
to mind that of some of our soldiers 
during the South African war, who, 
having lost their razors( resorted to 
all sorts of expedicuts In order to get 
rid of the stubble which" covered 
their chins,’ strips of ^bully-beef 
tins, rubbed to an edge on stones, 
were the favorite substitutes for raz- 
ors, although some of the mien had 
a preference for a bit of glass. 

As a matter of fact, the latter 18 
excellent for shaving purposes, pro- 
vided it is used with dare and pati- 
ence, The writer's barber, an old 
soldier, demonstrated the capabilitica 
of a piece of ordinary sheet glass by 
shaving himself with it in ten mion- 
utes. 


“I ofter used such a razor In bar- 
racks” he sald, "and I might. men- 
tion that in the military prisons glass 
razors are very largely used by the 
prisoners in lleu of the better arti- 
cle.” 

Impossibje though it may sound, 
the writer has also heard of a man 
Shaving himself with a nail. It was 
of the ordinary wire pattern about 
one-eighth of an Inch in thickness. 
With a hammer he flattened it out 
sufficiently to put an edge on it with 
a fine. file, and added a keenness to 
hia unique razor by rubbing it on a 
stone. In order to make the Job 
complete, he then fixed the "blade" 
in a small wooden handle, and dv- 
clared the implement to be equal to 
the costliest razor. 

Probably the most curious shav- 
ing competition which, ever took 
place was that conducted at a local 
hall in the north of London two years 
ago. The skill of a certain barber 
having been disputed, he offered to 
shave ten men with ten penknives 
in quicker time than any other ton- 
sorial artist could perform the same 
feat with razors. 

The challenge was taken up, and 
on the night of the contest ten men, 
each with a three day's growth of 
beard, were arranged down either 
side of the platform. Assistants 
lathered each man in turn, while 
the barbers performed the shaving 
opera s. The man with the peu- 
knife proved so dexterous that hc 
fini his ten men, with but three 
cuts among them, in six and a half 
minutes, the other man not onl) 
taking half a minute longer, bat also 
cutting five of his viotinis. 

Apropos, by the by, of the Japanese 
"dry" shaving process, which is bs- 
ing introduced into this country 
one of the virtues of which is that 
after three months only one shave n 
fortnight 1s necessary, it. might be 
mentioned that a shave which will 
last a lifetime is procurable by thove 
who are prepared to pay the price. 

It is done by the same kind of 
electric needle machine as that which 
removes moles and other blemishes 
from the face. The openation is a 
costly one, the fee asked being usu- 
ally 100 guineas, and is in addition, 


‘lengthy as well as painful. The use 


of the machine entirely destroys the 
roots of the hair, so that the indi- 
vidual who has once submitted to 
the process is precluded from ever 
growing a beard again.’ 


Horses’ Snowshoes in Dakota, 


Horses wear snowshoes in Dakota 
in winter. Thus equipped, they roi 
lightly over drifts wherein they woud 
otherwise sink out of sight. 

In gome parts of Dakota the snow 
Mes a winter Jong eight or ten feet 
deep. But a crust forme on it, and 
with snowshoes men skim over it 
easily. Lately their Scowshed horses 
have also skimmed over It. 

The e uine snowshoes are mode of 
boards 20 inches long and 14 inches 
wide. An indentation to fit the foot 
ls branded on each board with a hot 
horseshoe, and the contrivance !s 
fastened on to the hoof with an iron 
olamp and a bolt. 

After a day or two of practice a 
Dakota horse becomes an expert 
snowshoer. 


Valuable Conch Shell. 

There are evidently a number of 
mysterious properties about the conch 
shell in its relation to Indian reli- 
gious rites and ceremonies that re- 
quire investigation. 

For instance, a conch with its 
spirals twisting to the right instead 
of to the left is supposed to be worth 
its weight in gold. Some years ago 
a conch of that description was 
offored for sale in Calcutta with a 
reserve price of a lakh of rupees 
placed on it. It was eventually 
bought in for £4,000.

Swimming is one of the beat of ex- 
erdlees, when practised in moder- 
ation. it calla into play all the 
muscles of the body, including those 
of the abdomen, which are often ne. 
glected, much to the individual's dot- 
timent, 

1& is, or at least should be, of brief 
duratiom a rule which ia essential 
jn the case of all violent exercise. 

The action of the water on the skin 
has a tonio effect, especially jn sea- 
bathing, and with it is combined an 
air-bath which is of almost equal val- 
ue. The air bath, it ia important to 
note, shonld be taken before the water 
bath and not after it. A gentle run 
or walk of half a mile or so on the 
bencli or along the shore of tho river— 
with the band covered if the sun is 
shining—is € good preliminary to the 
plunge; but on ooming out of the 
water the bather shou!d at once re- 
turn to the bath-house and remove 
the wet clothes and take a vigorous 
rub with a coarse towel. The habit 
of sitting on the sand on coming out 
of the water, which ig so common, is 
wrong and is responsible for many 
of the bad feelings which bathers ex- 
perieuce. and which makes them be- 
lieve that swimming does not agree 
with them. 

Any form of swimming ig good. but 
the best ia the usual way of swim- 
ming on the abdomen, making vig- 
orous movements with the legs, and 
using the arms chiefly to keep the 
body level and the head above the 
water. 

Swimming for a long atretch in-a 
straight course is lese useful as an all. 
round muscle exercise than making 
frequent turns. By the plan ot turn- 
ing frequently, the swimmer remains 


‘near his companions and is in lees 


danger if taken with a cramp. 

Some bathers, especially early in 
thé season, suffer from a chill on com. 
ing out of the water, or sometimes 
an hour or two after, Thia oan 
usually be prevented by a hot drink— 
hot milk or clam broth or beef tea,— 
the effect of which is to equalize the 
circulation. 

Bathers who cannot gwim—all 
should learn to swim as speedily at 
posaible—should. exercise energetioal- 
ly, while in the water, splashing about 
and making awlinming motions. 

The superiority of swimming over 
other forms of exeicíae, such as run- 
ning or jomping, has been proved 
scientifically. Examinations of the 
blood demonstrates that the uumber 
of red corpusclea is markedly increas- 
ed thereby. —Youth'a Companion.

The army ís doing a grand settle- 
ment work In the slums of the large 
cities. A body of women in plain 
gingham dresses and aprons will rent 
& room in the worst tenement house | 
they can find, clean it up, put in sim- 
ple furniture and then begin to neigh- 
bor ameng the pitiful people about 
them. .They nurse the alck, teach the 
well better ways of living, conduct 
“sew ing and cooking classes, plan fresh 
air excursions for sickly little ones, 
take care of neglected children whose 
mothers are away at work and shroud 
the dead. This is one way of using 
the dime you put Into the tambourine. 
But there are still other things that 
they do with It. 

The army owns negrly 3,000 acres 
of farm land, divided into colonies, 
at Fort Romie, Cal.; Fort Amity, Col., 
and Fort Herrick, Ohio. The settle- 
ment workers in the slums gather up 
familles who are having a hard time 
of it and encourage them to make a 
new try at life in the open air. The 
family is settled on a good plece of 
land with the privilege of buying It 
later. Many of those located in this 
unique way are making money as 
chicken raisers, truck gardeners, etc. 

A woman first thought of reaching 
the peop'e of the slums by means of 
the Salvation Army, She was the 
wife of a preacher and saw that the 
good message her husband was trying 
to impart was golng over the heads 
of the people of the great submerg- 
ed under world of London. „She says 
that the big churches with their or 
gans and orderly equipment rematn- 
ed vacant of the poor. She concetv- 
ed the idea of going on the street 
and making a polse to attract eyes and 
ears that had long been dulled to 
thoughts of higher living. The level 
then struck is stil] beyond the pale 
of ordinary church work. This wom- 
an was the wife of William Booth, and 
their first service was held in an old 
tent in a burying ground in White 
chapel London, on Sunday, July. 2, 
1865. 

A young girl In London had been 
converted from the slums and wanted 
to reach the people of her class, even 
at the expense of her own dignity. 
She arrayed herself in eccentric style. 
with streamers of varied hues floating 
from her dress and hair, and carried a 
large placard which read: “I am happy 
Eliza.” She paraded the streets and 
alleys of the poorer quarters and soon 
had an Immense crowd following her 
many of them old friends and asso 
clates. She of course ted them to the 
gospel meeting house, where they 
heard the music and sermom 

The ploneers in the work of the Sal 
vation Army of America were one 
commissioner and a party of six 
girls who were sent over by Gen. 
Booth in 1889. One member of this 
party, Adjutant Ella Westbrook, ts 
still living. The first service in Am- 
erica was held in an old chair factory 
in Philadelphia. Commander Booth 
Tucker, one of the highest officers in 
the army, was a Judge on the Queen's 
Bench in India. He recelved by 
chance a copy of the War Cry. He 
read it and applied for six months 
leave of absence. He went to London 
where he visited Gen. Booth and saw 
the operations of the army in ita 
campaign against vice. At the end 
of six months he resigned his posi- 
tion as Judge in India and applied for 
adinission to the army ag an officer. 

He later married the daughter of 
his commander. This devoted woman, 
Emma Booth Tucker was killed in an 
railroad wreck near Kansas City not 
long ago. Gen. William Booth, found 
er and head of the Salvation Army. 
Is still living, and the veteran will 
visit the United States in March on 
his way to Japan. His daughter Eva 
Booth la in New York in charge of 
the work in this country.

Freake are a occasionally found among 


fishes as among’ other animals, but 
they rarely live long. All fish hatch- 
eries have freak fished at sometime or 
other—fishes with two heads and one 
tail, or with two heads and two tails, 
or perhaps with one head and two 
tails—but it is most unusnal for them 
tolive beyond the time required to 
absorb the yolk sac, from which the 
fish derives ita sustenance until it is 
able to feed in the ordinary way. 

Among the little fishes hatched out 
from a lot of lake trout eggs in a New 
York hatchery in 1900. was one with 
two heads joined one tail. It was in 
form like a capital letter Y, witha 
head at the end of each arm, This 
freak turned out to be most unusual 
in two respects, namely in the dara- 
tion of its life and in the manner of 
its survival. At the end of two 
months the left head, looking from 
the. tail of the fish died. 

Asa rule, when one of the heads of 
a two headed fish dies the other goes 
within a week oc two. But, living 
on instead of dying, and feeding and 
continuing to grow, the living head 
and that part of the body of the fish 
to which it was attached grew out be- 
yond the line of the lifeless head, and 
came practicallly to constitute the 
fish, with the lifeless head projecting 
from its side, like the thick stub of 
the sawed off branch of a tree pro- 
jecting from the side of the trunk. 
The lifeless head was, at last, about a 
third of the length of the fish back 
from the surviving head. The total 
length of the fiah when it died four 
months after birth was abont one and 
a quarter inches. 

At the New York Aquarium last 
year out of a lot of ten thousand sal- 
mon eggs one was one with two beads 
and two forward bodies projecting at 
an angle from a single body. The two 
heads appeared to act independently 
in feeding. It lived for only a few 
months. 

Seven months and a length of two 
inches make perhaps the record for 
such freák fishes, a double headed 
reinbow trout having once been rais- 
ed to that age and length at the Gov- 
ernment fish hatchery at Duluth, 
Minnesota. 

In February 1901, Fred Miler, of 
Tacoma, Washington, caaght a tiger 
shark, eight feet in length and eight- 
teen inches in diameter, which had 
two heads and two tails on the one 
body. He caught it with hook and 
Hine and had a hard struggle to land 
the monster. 

A very rare freak is an albino fish. 
In Minnesota, however are to be seen 
a number of albino brook trout. 
From a single tiny specimen they 
have grown to a school of upward of 
three thousand. ‘nis white brook 
trout was an accident. In hatching 
spawn in the spring of 1898 a tiny 
white fellow developed.

The fins are pinker than those 
of the ordinary trout, and are edged 
with a strip of pure white. One 
strange freak of piscatorial nature is 
that, wherever these fish are planted, 
they become leaders of the schools of 
fish found in large ponda. —Philadel- 
phia Press.

One of the must, dramatic specta- 
cles in the ecclesiastical year of the 
Israelites was the great day of atone. 
"ment. On that day a great religious 
assembly was held in which all the 
people of the twelve tribes partici- 
pated. Sacrifices were offered and 
ablutions were performed. But the 
service of the scapegoat was the 
crowning event of the day. 

The selected animal was brought 
to the high priest Aaron who placed 
his holy hands upon the head of the 
goat and recounted all the sins of 
the people for the past twelve mon-

of every individual. To the popular 
conception these sins were thus taken 
away from the human beings and 


transferred to the goat, they were all | 


heaped upon his head, he assumed 
responsibility for them all. 

Then, when every transgression 
had been laid upon the goat, a pass- 
ageway was opened through the vast | 
multitude of 2,000,000 people, and 
an appointed priest led the animal 
down through that lane, outside the 
camp, away into the desert. On and 
on they went, until they -were but a 
speck upon the horizon, and finally 
vanished from sight, while the peo- 
ple stood and gazed after them un- 
til they could be seen no more. And 
the priest leading the goat, who car- 
ried in its own person the guilt of 
all the multitude, still went on and 
on until the trackless waste was 
reached, where naught but butning 
skies.above and-burning sands below 
existed, and then the scapegoat was 
turned loose, never to return, never 
to be seen by mortal eye again. The 
Jews had a tradition that the scape- 
goat was killed by its burden of 
gullt, that it became at once a black. 
ened putrid thing, and that it sunk 
under Its weight of transgression, and 
was buried speedily under the shift- 
ing sands of the wind-swept dessert. 

That was a wonderful object les- 
son of the great doctrine of imputed 
sin referred to by the apostle when 
he sald, “He made Him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in 
Him.“ And the incident has been 

seized upon by all nations to illus- 
trate a general law. To be made a 
scapegoat ts a well-known and oft- 
quoted phrase. To dodge responsi- 
bility, to put off upon others the 
blame for moral dereliction is as 
natural to man as it is to breathe. 
We inherit the tendency from our 
dear, lamented grandmother Eve, 
who, the first to bring death into 
the world and all our woe, sought 
for & scapegoat upon whom to lay 
the blame, and sald, "The serpent 
tempted me, and I did eat." 

How few there are who have the 
moral éourage to accept the full re- 
sponsibility of all their actions. Men 
get Into. trouble, and it is always the 
other fellow that Is to blame. Our 
jails and prisons are full of innocent 
people sent there by the rascals out- 
side. 

And, as a matter of fact, there is 
a good deal of truth in it. To be a 
scapegoat implies innocence on the 
part of the victim. -That goat was 
entirely clear of moral obligation, 
yet he was slain for the sins of 
others. It is no exaggeration to say 
that there are greater rascals walk- 
ing the earth unhung than some that 
have been hung. Not all the men 
behind prison bars are guilty by any 
means, no more than all the men 
Walking at liberty are innocent. 
When rascals combine to commit 


`| crime, it is often the case that the 


poor tool whom they used to further 
thelr designs gets the handcuffs, 
while they get temporary residence 
abroad, or go scot free, because, for- 
sooth, it was.not their own hand that 
signed the document or turned the 
key. Scapegoat! Convenient method 
of dodging justice! Easy way out of 
the difficulty! Load the blame on 
other slioulders, start the hue and 
cry after the fugitive, transfer per- 
sonal guilt to other shoulders, and 
thus avoid the results of your own 
misdeeds. Thus nation's have thelr 
scapegoats, business has its scape- 
goats, the individual has his Bcape- 
goats. When plans fall, when sche- 
mes miscarry, when schedules break 
down, when plots get exposed, when 
strategy is discovered, when devices 
do not work, when deslgna are frus- 
trated, when for any reason it seems 
nécgysa ry to offer an excuse, the frst 
impulse is to look around for a 
scapegoat who can be compelled to 
bear the blame, and take the male- 
dictions of the pubic, Then it is, 
that in a vast number of cases, the 
man who had the least to do with 
originating and carrying forward 
the scheme js seized. upon, dragged 
out into the public gaze, and loaded 
down with: the criminality of the 
big rascals. 8o the scapegoat has be. 


come a proverb, and what was in- 


tended. to teach a moral lesson of 
vast spiritual import has, degenerat- 
ed into the device of rascals to shield 
themselves from well-deserved blame, 

Nothing of this sort was intend- 
‘ed in the original conception but 


rather the idea of à voluntary cheer- 


ful bearing of the burdens and re- 
sponsibilities of others.

tions. Oolomial meat was approved, 

but white bread received few good 
words. Eggs, from an economic view 
point, were declared to be extrava- 

gant, costing far more than they were 
worth. —Baltimore-Sun,

used had not the appendix it- 
self the M belonging to it as 
the actual cause of the trouble. 

From the great mase of operations 
which have been performed since 
Fitz's article appeared it has been 
possible to make exhaustive studies 
of the disease, Even yet, however, 
the physicians say they don’t know 
what la the function of the appendix. 
The causes are better understood. 

For a time everybody was blaming 
grape seeds. That theory has been 
exploded. Foreign bodies, such as 
pins, seeds, atones, bullets and bones 
are not found in the great majority 
of cases. 

In 1,000 cases at Johns Hopkins 


Hospital foreign bodies were found in |, 


only four. In many cases the con- 
tents of the appendix resemble fruit 

221 they are really organic 
matter and salts, 

Violent exertion and blows are 
causes of the disease far more often 
than is generally supposed. A long 
bicycle ride, a leap from a street 
car, an hour of swimming, exposure 
to cold, a blow of the fist, a kick, a 
fall, a bruise or any one of a hun- 
dred other applications of force may 
bring about the disease. 

According to the Boston Herald, 
pins are the most common and most 
dangerous of the foreign substances. 
For small heavy objects, like bul- 
lets and for all pointed bodies the ap- 
pendix is a sort of trap. These for 
eign bodies may be direct causes of 
the disease. 

Of 4,028, autopsies performed at the 
Boston City, Johns Hopkins and 
Rhode Island hospitals there were 86 
cases in which acute inflammatory 
disoase of the vermiform appendix 
caused death, directly or tmdirectly. 
About 66 per cent. were maſes. About 
48 per cent. of the deaths occurred 
in the second and third decades of 
life. 

In some of the cases the symptoms 
of appendicitis were not discovered 
until after death. The larger percen- 
tage of cases amohg men and boys 
1s explained plausibly as bejng due to 
tho greater liability to exposure to 
injury and the greater tendency to 
errors in diet, and in part, perhaps, to 
the excessive use of tobacco and the 
consequent digestive disturbances. 

“ The explanation given for the rel- 
ative exemption of negroes is that 
thelr diet is simple. They take a 
great deal of outdoor exercise, and 
they are free from digestive distur- 
bances,’ says Kelly. In the John’s 
Hopkins Hospital where one negro is 
admitted for every four white men, 
only one negro is operated on for ap- 
pendicitis to twelve white men. 

Lennander has called appendicitis 
& family disease, and many other phy- 
sicians have been struck by the oc 
currence of the disease in inembers 
of the same family. One has report- 
ed three cases in three successive 
generations of a family. A father, 
two sons and two daughters were 
affected in another family. 

"Disorders of digestion have the 
most important influence ín determín- 
ing an acute attack of appendicitis,” 
says Kelly. 

The size of the appendix varies ac- 
cording to age and to persons. Its 
length averages from three to three 
and a half inches. The appendix of 
the man is slightly larger than that 
of the woman. 

The growth is irregular and un- 
certain. There is a record of one ap- 
pendix more than a foot long. Be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 30 It reaches 
its largest size, though some observers 
make the period from 20 to 40. It u» 
ually decreases in síze as a person 
grows old, but in some cases it has 
been found full sized in the aged. 

The width of the appendix varies 
much less than the length, the com- 
mon width being that of: a goose quill. 
But there are abnormalities in width, 
as in length. It points in different dir. 
ections at different times, and a chart 
of its various positions is a figure 
shaped approximately like a “daddy 
long legs” spider. 

In some places, the hospital of the 
Johns Hopkins medical. school, for in- 
stance, it is the custom to examine 
the appendix whenever the abdomen 
is opened, unless the condition of the 
patient is such that the inspection 
would be an added danger. Of sev- 
enty surgeons who were canvassed by 
Kelly on the question: “When the ab- 
domen is opened for other causes and 
the perfectly normal appendix 18 eas- 
ily accessible is it your rule to remove 
it?” forty-four replied against, and 
the rest in favor of doing so. 

The result of a canvass among 
many physicians as to whether the ap- 
pendix, while still in a normal condi- 
tion, should be removed as a pre- 
ventive measure was the almost unani- 
mous conclusion that such a step is 
“absurd” “unjustifiable,” or “without 
excise.” 

If appendicitis should become more 
‘frequent than it is now the question 
may well be raised again. , The mere 
entertainment of the suggestion of 
the removal as a prophylactic meas- 
ure may possibly be taken as evi- 
dence among other things, of the im- 
mense strides which the attitude tow- 
ard the disease and the knowledge of 
it have taken in the last hundred 
years,

HENRY J. BYRD DEAD 


Was A Respected Citizen. Citizen. Prominent Ma- 
son And Glork To City Council. 

Henry J. Byrd, a highly respected 
citizen of Salisbury, died at his home 
on Main street, Tuesday morning of this 
week, after an illness which began last 
April. Although it was generally 
known that his condition was serious 
when he was first stricken with paraly- 
sis in April of this year, his many 
friends were beginning to hope that he 
would gradually regain his health after 
he had sufficiently recovered from this 
attack to again’ visit the city hall and 
resume a portion of his work, This 
hope waa shattered when he was again 
stricken last week, and no further hopee 
were entertained for hisrecovery. After 
remaining unconecious several days he 
quietly passed away. 

Mr. Byrd was born at Dames Quarter, 
Somerset county, 57 years ago. His 
parents were John H. and Sar:h E. 
Byrd. When a young man he engaged 
in seafaring life, which he followed 
several years, finally aesociating him- 
self with Col, W. H. Stevens, of Sea- 
ford, Del., in the oyster packing busi- 
ness. More than 20 years ago Mr, Byrd 
came to Salisbury and, conducted the 
oyster packing business for Col. Ste 
vens. He made his home here the re- 
mainder of his life. 

Mr. Byrd was highly estecmed by the 

people of Salisbury and he counted his 
friends by the score. In 1905 he was 
elected clerk to the city council and 
filled the duties with entire satisfaction 
until his death.

TROUBLE AT SEAFORD 


Negro Shoots Officer While Trying To 
Make Arrest. 


While trying to make an arreat Sat- 
urday night of last week at Seaford, 
Officer Curtis Steen was shot and prob- 
ably fatally injured. 

Steen, who was appointed constable 
Tueeday of last week, was trying 
to make his first arrest when shot. The 
firm of Greenbaum Brothers had been 
much annoyed by negro gamblers who 
play crap in a grove belonging to the 

firm, and it offered Steen $1 for every 
— shooter he would arrest. He 
learned this morning that a namber of 
negroes were gambling in the grove 
near the Standard Oil tank, and hurried 
to the scene. . 

On his approach several of the ne- 
groes fled, but two of them, said to have 
been Henry Pettit and Arch Miles, 
opened fire on him with revolvers. Steen 
fell, with three bullets in his body, but 
the negroes, not content, jumped cn the 
man and stamped upon his head and 
beat him unmercifully with brass 
knuckles, When they were satisfied 
that he was dead they eet off along the 
line of the Cambridge and Seaford rail- 
road, making for the Maryland line. 

Chief of Police Martin, with a large 
posse, was soon in pursuit, and late 
Sunday afternoon traced the negroes to 
aclump of woods near Obapel's creek, 
As he approached the trees one of the 
negroes broke from cover and fled. The 
Officer fired both barrele of a shot gun 
at the fugitive, but the range was too 
great to do execution, and the fugitive 
soon dieappeared in a heavier growth 
of wooda. 

State Detectives Hawkins and Gillis 
arrived Sunday night and divided their 
energies toward trying to locate the 
fugitives and placating the people of 
the town. A number of young men 
declare they will burn out the negro 
colony here, and many colored people 
are leaving. 

Officer Steen's condition is still oriti- 
oal and grave fears are beld as to his 
recovery. Excitement is high in Dela- 
ware and threats of lynchir g are open- 
ly made, es.

Galapagos | n 1905, have just 
been delivered to their addressed own- 
ers. The letters were in a barre) 
‘placed on the beach, left there by the | ape 
crew of the British -steamship Am- 
phion in the nineties They were 
"celleoted'" by a native of Ecuador. 

lt would be hard to find a lonlier 
apot for postal service than the Gala- 
pagos. Eight hundred miles west of 
the mainland of Ecuador lle fifteen 
mountainous, barren islanda of vol. 
canio origin, A number of years ago 
Ecuador snpported a pénal colony on 
one of the islands, but the convicts 
revolted, killed the. governor, and es- 
caped. The Galapagos are now un- 
inhabited, and the only ‘traces of 
former occupation are the pigs, donk- 
eys, cattld and horses left behind by 
the convicts. 

Oertain facts in regard to the fauna 
of the Galapagos make these islands 
of great intereat to scientific investi: 
gators, Speciea of tortoises abound 
whioh are unknown to any part of the 
world. What is more curious, some 
species ar) reatricted to certain islands 
‘of the group. This fact is partly ex- 
plained by the deep channels and 
strong currents which separate the 
islands. Intermigration is prevented 
by isolation. 

The romance of the Galapagos lies 
in the fact of their having sometime 
possessed a real Robinson Ornsoe. 
A vessel anchoring at one of the 
islands sent a crew ashore. To the 
amazement of the saliors, they were 
approached by a man apparently wild, 
little clothed, and with long hair and 
beard. A number of years b fore a 
party had searched the island for a 
valuable moss. This man had become 
separated from his cempanions, was 
left behind, and since then had lived 
on roots and fruit and what meat he 
could prooure with his spear, which 
consisted of his knife fastened on a 
long pole] —Ex.

One evening in September, 1905, the“ 


guests in tha hotel—the piazza of 
which may be seen on the extreme 
right of the photograph—were statt- 
led by the appearance of flames rising, 
from the beach and froni the water. 


The flames. which lasted for about 


three-quarters of an hour, were mc. 
companied by a loud and continuous 
crackling noise, which could be heard 


100 yarda distaut, due to the rapidly |: 


recurring ‘explosions of bubbles of gas 
as they came to the surface of the 
sand or water. : 

At the same time there was a very 
strong liberation of sulphurous acid 
gas, which penetrated the hotel and 
oansed great inconvenience ta the 
guests. The sand was too hot to be 
held in the hand. When placed ina 
tambler with water and stirred, bub. 
bles of gas were liberated which ig. 
nited upon coming in contact with the 
air, The fire developed over that 
portion of the sand whioh had . been 
exposed by. the falliug tide, and. ex- 
tended over the water for 80 or 40 feet. 

About one month later the phenom. 
enon was repeated, with  identioal 
features, except that instead of occupy 
ing the entire area beween the Yock 
formation on each side, it was re. 
stritted to the area where the two 
boats are lying It is probable that 


in general the fiames were not more|' 


than three or four- inches high, al^ 
though the maximum was greatur. 

The general constitution of the 
shore along the river front is solid 
ledge, and this locality is a pocket 
which has become filled with sedi- 
mentary deposits of olay, sand and 
gravel, coarse gravel and finally large 
pebbles. 

Over the outer portio of the sandy 
bottom there ig'au abundant growth 
of eel grass which, together. with 
otber debris of a*similar nature, is 
continually washed upon the besoh, 
broken up by the combined action of 
the waves and sand and. gradually 
buried in. the latter. 

Professor Penhallow concludes that 
the flaines are to be considered as re- 
sulting directly from the. apontaneous 


combustion of light. carbureted and |‘ 


phosphureted hydrogen at the moment 
of their contact with the alr, and 
these flaming gases in turn ignited 
the associated enlphureted hydrogen, 
which gas then gave 1ise to secondary 
features auch as bloish, luminous 
flame and the sulphurous acid fumes. 

This, however, does not account for 
the cause of the phenomenon. There 
are various theories, all embracing 
spontaneous combustiou. A likely one 
ia that beneath the beach thore ie an 
extensive sunken marah,rioli in gas.—

Each one has twelve dresses made to 
fit her.. In the busy season, or 
when called upon, she is expected to 
show each three times a day. She 
Often has to do ao, and these thirty- 
six changes of costume, coupled with 
the standing and posing for an iu- 

tion, involve such expenditure 
- muscular effort that only strong 
healthy girls can hold the places. 
Sometimes, when customers linger 
over their choice and the girls are 
kept in statuesque positions for an 
hour at a time, they faint under the 
ordeal. When they do 80, it is very 
much agajnst them. Nothing un- 
r:easant should ever happen at a 
fashionable dressmaker’s. 


For this trying work the modols 
receive from $30 to $60 a month, de- 
pending on their attractiveness ane 
the stahding of the house. he 
$aleswomen are much better paid. 
Their salaries run from $60 to $240 
& month and they generally get a 
commission of from.3 to 5 per cent. 

One case is quoted where a salos- 
woman in a great house made $15,- 
000 a year. The saleswoman. how- 
ever, takes the same risk as the 
house itself. Her commission is not 
paid when thé sale is made, but 
when the bill ia paid, and it la onty 
allowed when the price secured for 
the dress exceeds a certain minimum 
set upon.each model. 

Besides these a number of women 
are employed in the salesrooms as 
dressers. They get about $338 a 
month. 

Over and above the regu n- 
ployees many houses have on thair 
staff certain women of some social 
position but limited means. - These 
are called the lanceuses. They draw 
no salaries, but get their dresses 
free or at reduced rate as an adver- 
tisement for the  estáblishment, 
whose praises they are expected to 
sing when they get the chance, 

The winter models are shown in 
July and the summer onts in 
January. These are the months ot 
greatest sales and it takes all the 
rest of the year to deliver the goods 
ordered at these periods.

HAT MAKING 


MANY LANDS DRAWN UPON FOH 


ITS MATERIAL, 


Varied Braids of Which Women's 
Hats Are Made and Their Various 

` Sources of Supply—Thé Hand Wo- 
ven Braids of italy—Processes ol 
Hat Manufacture. 


What the making of toys is to the 
people of certain parts of Germany 
the platting of braids fór hats is to 
the people dwelling in certain parsa 
of Italy, and as in Germany whole 
familles or all the people in-a dis- 
trict may all their lives be engaged 
in the* making of some particular 
kind of toy peculiar to that district, 
so in Italy whole families, and it 
may be succeeding generations, are 
engaged aiways in platting the same 
kind of braid. 

The hat braids produced in Italy, 
which are largely for women's hat's 
are named after the cities or dis- 
tricts whence they come. Thus there 
is a Milan braid, & Tuscan braid, a 
Carpi braid, and go on. 

Milan braids may vary in fine- 
ness and quality, but they are all 
alike in thelr characteristic weave. 
The art of making Milan braid is 
taught by a mother to her pee 
who in turn hand it down to thel 
children; in this family they B 

always that one kind of braid. 

The braids of finer quality are 
made at home by the older and more 
experienced workers of the family, 
those of poorer quality by the child- 
ren in their odd hours or, it may be, | 
on their way to and from school,. 
Where these braids are made child- 
ren may be seen walking along the 
streets or roads platting straw braid 
as they go, as children might be seen 
in the streets here knitting through 

| a spool the woven cords which they 
use, when they have made enough 
of it, perhaps, for reins to play horse 
with or which they may make tito 
bracelets or neck chains or fashion 
into a lamp mat. But while such | 
knitting as is done here is done 
chiefly for amusement, the hat braid 
that the children in Italy plat in this 
way goes to swell the total of the 
family's production of braid, Which 
in due time, with that of many 
other familles In the region, will be 
gathered up and taken to one or an- 
other of the varions Italian cities, 
which are at once centres of the col- 
lection of such braids and markets 
whence they are distributed through- 
out the world. 

Switzerland and Belgium are the 
chief producers of various fancy hat 
braids for women's hats, braids of 

silk and of other materials, being 
mostly made by machinery. There} 
are now made also fancy hat braids 
in this country. 

Fancy hat braids are made of a 
variety of widths and weaves. There 
are hat braids made of hemp fibre, 
and hat braids in which silk is used 
in combination with other materials. 


'| There is a woven hat braid made of 


pyroxylin, a gun cotton material, 
looking as here used not un)ikó 
horsehair; and among the braids of 


recent years is one that is made of|.. 


horsehair and that is called Neapoli- 
tan, though it is not made in Naples. 

The hair for the making of ho~se- 
hair braids, which are produced in a 
variety of weaves and colors, Is 
gathered in Austria and Bavaria 
It is bleached and dyed, and made 
up into braid in Switzerland and 
Be'glum. Horsehair is fine ani corti; 
braid and lighter than straw. 

Women's hats are sometimes made 
all in one piece, but commonly in 
two parts, the crown and the brim, 
separately, which are later sewed to- 
gether; this because the head size, 
as the opening in the brim for the 
top of the head is called, may be 
smaller than the inside of the crown, 
or because the base of the crown may 
be smaller than its top; women's 
hats are made in many shapes. 

With the braid, of whatever kind 
it may be, on a reel at her side, the 
operator sits at à power driven s^w- 
ing machine. For the very center of 
the top of the crown she draws the 
braid around for two or three turns 
and sews it with her own fingers, 
and then she starts on the machine; 
and now under her expert guidance 
and manipulation the top of the 
crown éxpands rapidly. On a table 
in front of her she has a block of 
the shape of the hat crown she is to 
make—a crown form of this sort is 
calieg A block, and a brim form àj 
flange. 

wulle many hats are thus shaped 
and ironed by hand on wooden bloélis 
and flanges, some are shaped find 
pressed in hydraulic presses, In which 
the blocks and flanges are metallic; 
and then there are some hat bodios 
that are not put into thelr final 
s] apes in either of such ways, but 
which are sized and finished in the 
shape of a ball cone, these to be 
gathered up and fashioned into thelr 
final shape by a skilled and artistic 
designer. 


Piemaking Pointers. 

Do not roll the paste out too thin 
for it will be dry and tasteless when 
baked. 

When preserves are put into ples 
do not cover with a crust, but maka 
a little effect with strips of dough. 

Remember to flour the board and 
rolling pin well before rolling out 
the paste. . 

Unripe fruit should first be cooked 
and sweetened, or too long baking 
will make the crust tough.

The march of the Israelites thro- 
ugh the Wilderness of Wandering 
has always been an attractive study 
for the Bible student, and the ex- 
haustive theme of the historian, 
preacher and poet. Two million peo, 
ple, under the leadership of Moses, 
left the fat valley of the Nile in 
Egypt, for a home in the ancestral 


dwelling place of Canaan, the Pro- 


mised Land of Abraham, Isgac, and 
Jacob. It was only eleven days’ jour. 
ney across,the intervening wilder- 
ness to Kadesh-Barnea, the bound- 
ary line of that delightful spot. Yet 
it took them forty years to get into 
their possession. They went straight. 
up to the border line, but immediate. 
ly retraced their steps, turned and 
doubled upon thelr tracks, encamped 
months at a time, and again marched 
every day, and it was not until an 
army of 600,000 men had laid their 
bones in their wilderness graves, and 
thousands had died through the 
jucgments of God because of their 
rebellion, that a new nation,full of 
faitn and vigor, went singing in tri- 
umph across the river Jordan, their 
troubles all behind them, thelr iong 
piigrimage ended. 

‘The story of that wilderness wan- 
dering of forty years has always been 

a iavorite illustration of the journey 
OL ute, and there are many striking 
simüaritjes between the two. Tne 
start was bright. with anticipations; 
but the way was full oí digappoint- 
ments, mistakes ana rauures, “Lavy 
hoped to go at once into their new 
hoine; the bables were bearded men 
beiore they got there. Tney antici- 
paved ease and comlort along tne 
way; they realized hardship, suffer- 
.|ing, bereavement, They supposed 
they understood the plan o£ march; 
they were constantly baffled, mysti- 
fied, perplexed. They were like 
children in that they had to be in- 
structed, subjugated, disciplined, de. 
veloped. They bad dark days and 
bright days, obedient days and re- 
beiiious days, fighting days and bury- 
ing days, religious days and infidel 
days. But the years rolled on, and 
they slowly learned the lessons God 
intended to teach, and at last when 
their days of discipline were over they 
were permitted to feast their eyes 
upon the vine clad hills of Palestine 
to eat old corn of the land, to drink 
of the crystal rivers of God's coun- 
try, and to build their peaceful 
homes in the Promised Land of their 
fathers. 

How much that ia Ike the journey 
of life! In childhood the future is 
radient with hope, and the rainbow 
of promise spans every dark cloud. 
The tears are like the dewdrops, 
the sleep is sweet, the heart-beats 
faith, hope and love. But as the 
years wear on, and the cares and 
responsibilities of the pilgrjmage are 
assumed, suspicion takes the place 
of faith, disappointment drives out 
hope, and harshness banishes charity. 
We go straight to Kadesh-Barnea, 
and then through no fault of our 
own, are turned back as the faithless 
Israelites were to wander in the 
trackless desert for a life time.

 Rellroad Over apes Sea. 

Next to the building of the Panama 
Canal one of the most remarkable and 
Important transportation enterprises 
under way is the extension of the 
Florida Fast Coast Railroad from 
Miami, Fla. to the tip of the Golf at 
Key West, saya the National Maga- 
sine, A glance at the map showed a 
long string of islands leading off the 
southern point of Florida. Along 
these keys“ or islands Henry M. 
Flagler ia now constructing a railway 
which will bring New York and Key 
West in direct rail communication. 
From Key West a car ferry will trana- 
port a train of thirty cars to Havan- 
na, and the gulf and straits will be 
made a veritable harbor of commerce. 

Mr. Flagler turned in his office 
chair and handed me the memoranda 
of the work, and I saw that the dis- 
tance from Miami to Key West is 154 
miles, the railroad already extending 


twenty eight miles of this distance to 


Homestead. Sixty miles of this road 
is on rolid rock embankments through 
the water of the ocean, separating tho 
mainland from Key Weat. Of the en- 
tire distance only 65 miles of the road 
will be on the islands, the rest of the 
distance the rails will be laid thirty 
one feet above salt water. Four oon: 
crete viaducts aggregate nearly six 

miles, with 50 foot spans resting upon 
concrete piers set in the solid rook 
and strengthened by pile. There are 
even water openings, each 25 feet, and 
three drawbridges, which aggregate 
410 feet. 

Largo is the largest of the keys and 
is forty miles in length, but the rail- 
road only traverses fifteen miles of its 
area Next oomes Plantation Key, 
and so on dowa a long list of keys to 
Stock Island and Key West. In addi- 
tion to the keya which the road actu- 
ally passes over there are a number of 
others in sight. 

The water between the islands is 
shallow, being from ten to thirty feet 
deep, with a bottom- of limestone. 
The best engineering talent of the 
country has been employed to over- 
come all obstacles. J. O. Meredith is 
the engineer in charge of the work at 
Miami. A large fleet of tugs and 
barges is employed constantly. At 
Key West extensive docks and termin- 
als will.be built,

London —The American govery- 


ment, whioh has taken the lead at the 
Hague Peace Conference in endeavor- 


ing to promote arbitration. will be] 


responsible ‘or giving (he. Hague tri- 
bual the most important case yet sub- 
mitted to it, in the Newfoundland 
fisheries dispute, which undenubtedly’ 
will be taken there as a result of the 
negotiations conducted in London be- 
tween the Foreign Office and the 
American Ambassador, Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid. 

Both the Foreign Officea and tha 
embassy maintain  displomatio re- 
serve, but it has been learned from 
unquestionble sources that the long 
correspondence betweon the two gov- 
ernmepts made it seem clear that 
their contentions could not ba harm.
